MAKING STRAWBERRIES SURE 


Ample S'upply of Moisture Is Essential 


During Both Growing and Fruit- 


ing Seasons.

^ Strawberries "inust have an ample 
supply, of moisture not only during the 
vason;^ ,dfi^bearing. 'ifruit but also 
iirougliout tlie growing, season. For 
this reason irrigation Is necessary to 
make tlie crop reasonably sure in most 
sections of ,tlfe western United Suites. 


As strawberries have-a shallow root 


system tlie surface soil must he kept 
moist and irrigation mus^be more fre- 
quent than: for many plants whose 
roots penetrate' the soil deeply. The 
number of irrigations, howevert -will 
depend largely on the .character and 
frequency of the tillage used in con- 
serving moisture and on the type- and 
condition of the soil. If the furrows 
are thoroughly cultivated as soon as 
:he ' moisture" conditions permit'after 
ach irrigation the number of applica- 
tions of water can l>e materially re- 
duced, as compared with the number 
required when 'cultivation is neglected. 
In the lighter soils, during the bearing 
season, the fields may be irrigated as 
often as every four to six days, and 
in heavy soils every week or'two.. Dur-
